particularly In mouth washes, as they 
will destroy these important teeth 
which should be kept in the mouth 
us long ns they are in good condition. 


Your doctor or druggist should bo 


able to tell you about the acidity of 
the tooth preparations that are on the 
market. 


It is always a pleasure to lenrn how 


to tlo things for one's self; it makes 
you self reliant and at the same time 
stimulates you to seek further knowl- 
edge. 


If you suspect your tooth prepara- 


tion of being acid you can buy a few 
cents worth of litmus paper from your 
druggist, and by dipping a very small 
piece of this into your mixture n red- 
dish tinge will appear on the paper if 
there is any acid present. If acid, for- 
bid tfce use of the preparation. If a 
tooth powder is used it should be well 
shaken up with water before making 
the acid test. 


Plain chalk with n soft brush or rag 


will do very well to clanse the teeth of 
children both night and morning. The 
mouth should be well rinsed with wa- 
ter after each meal, and just before 
retiring It is well for both adult and 
child to rinse the mouth with a strong 
solution of baking soda. This destroys 
the acidity that might have been gen- 
erated in the mouth fromtoodstuffs.

Rats easily dig into the 
poultry house when the dirt floor is 
used and as the rats burrow up 
through the litter it is sometimes diffi- 
cult to find out where they enter with- 
out cleaning out quite a portion of 
the litter or hunting u long time for 
their place of entrance.

are of course necessary 
in colony 


houses which are to be moved fre- 
quently, but the concrete floor is now 
considered by practical poultrymen to 
be the only safe and substantial man- 
ner of building the floor in a modern 
poultry house.

of the moon have defied all astrono-. 
mers and mathematicians. Professor 
See states that the Irregularities la 
the moon's motion may be calculatad, 
and that thereby the accuracy of the 
predicted places in its orbit may be in- 
creased twelvefold. 


"No Irregularity," he asserted, "now, 


remains in the moon's motion large 
enough to be seen in the transit circles 
used by astronomers. Thus with th* 
previous 
mathematical 
development 


carried out by Newton, Laplace, Hill*' 
Newcomb, Brown and others, the lunar 
theory will be entirely perfected. 
. Professor See regards his discovery 
as to the cause of the lunar fluctua- 
tions, and his successful working out 
« tables that Indicate the place of the 
moon in its orbit more accurately than 
has been done heretofore, as corrobo- 
rative of his theory of the cause of 
gravitation. He has sent a report on 
his discovery to the Royal Astronomi- 
cal society, London, and to scientific 
societies in Paris, Stockholm and Edin- 
burgh.

Scientist Discovers the 


Cause of Fluctuation in 


the Motion of the Moon 


The cause of the fluctuation in the 


motion of the moon which long has 
been a puzzle to astronomers—has been 
discovered by Prof. T. J. J. See, direc- 
tor of the naval observatory at Mare 
Island, California. 


Professor See states that the elec- 


trodynamic waves of the sun are the 
force of gravitation in the solar sys- 
tcn and are modified as to the moon, be- 
cause the force is exerted through the 
mass of the earth. This interposition 
of the earth between the sun and moon 


and one-third as much energy as pork, 
so that the skim milk in the cheese 
form gives quite as much energy and 
4% times as much protein as it would 
if coiwerted into ham or bacon. 


Even at the highest prices recently 


paid for hogs, skim milk fed to them 
is worth not more than one cent a 
pound. Yet one cent a pound or ap- 
proximately one cent a pint, is very 
cheap for any human food, and par* 
ticularly for a food so high In nutri- 
tive value as skim milk. -

Good teeth are necessary for health. 
AVhat adds more to the beauty of the 
human face than 
a mouthful of fine 
teeth? 
The first teeth 
need great care. 
First, the mother 
should 
see 
that 
the mouth Is not 
o V e r c rowded so 
that its form may 
be maintained for 
the second teetli 
when they come. 
The baby teeth 
are softer t h a n 
those that comc after and therefore 
fields must bo scrupulously avoided, 
particularly in moutJi washes, as they 
will 
destroy 
these important teeth 
which should be kept in the mouth 
us long as they are In good condition. 
Your doctor or druggist should be 
able to tell you about the acidity of 
(ho tooth preparations that are on the 
market. 
It is always a pleasure to learn how 
(o do things for one\s self; It makes 
you self reliant and at the same time 
stimulates you to seek further knowl- 
<;dge. 
If you suspect your tooth prepara­ 
tion of being acid you can buy a few 
cents wortJi of litmus j)aper from your 
druggist, and by dipping a very small 
piece of this into your mixture a red­ 
dish tlngo will appear on the paper If 
there is any acid present. If acid, for­ 
bid ffce use of the preparation. 
If a 
tooth powder is used it should be well 
shaken up with water before making 
the acid test, 
Piain I'halk with a soft brush or rag 
will do very well to clanse the teeth of 
children both night and niorning. The 
mouth should be well rinsed with wa­ 
ter after each meal, and Just before 
retiring it is well for both adult and 
child to rinse the mouih with a strong 
solution of baking soda. This destroys 
tlie acidity that might have been gen­ 
erated in the mouth fronj*'foodstuiTs, 
TJje teeth and gums should not be 
wbused. 
Sound and health^" gums are 
necessary to njalntaln the health of 
tjje teeth. 


The dirt floor is the least desirable 
of all floors in a poultry house as wiien 
the house is cleaned a portion of the 
dirt will be removed and in the winter 
It Is ‘dlfllcult to obtain a supply of 
clean dry dirt.

Sunday Night Supper 
The Sunday night supper should \>% 
the happy meal of the week, for young 
and old, a time when a few friends 
may gather for a quiet hour and enjoy 
cacli other*s society.

It would seem that because 
of the attraction whicli mystery has 
for the people, as shown If you will 
in their gluttonous reading of doloc- 
tlve stories and the like, that writers 
of tlie news of the day in part have 
chosen to treat the goings and com­ 
ings of the colonel and hls confi‘rences 
with men of affairs as if they were 
a dolll)erato attempt to hedge them 
In and hide them from public knowl­ 
edge. 
It is just as possible to get at the 
truth in the case of Colonel House as 
It Is in the case of any other man 
whose doings are of public interest. It 
Is modesty not mystery w’hich has been ‘ 
the basic dilllculty. 
Colonel House will not tell you that^ 
he is a modest man, as I know from 
personal contact with him.

He goes to the White House, stays 
Ills wliile and leave*;, and because no 
great noises illl the street« at ap­ 
proach or departure, exclusiveness, se- 
clusiveness and secrecy have been tho 
order of the day's words concerning 
each visit. 
Gives No Word of Work. 
It perhaps Is not too niucJi to say 
that If the full record of the results 
lOf the conferences wlilch House of 
OVxas has liad with WiJson of the 
United States is to be read it must bo 
jsought in some of tlie accomplished 
Ifleeds of the present administration, 
i'hut Woodrow Wilson has been moved 
¡to certain courses or strengtliened In 
bis purpose to pursue tliein, by tile 
^counsel of Edward M. House Js not to 
doubted. The impossible task would 
be to get from the latter a deilnlte 
word concerniijg tlie public W'ork in 
whicli his counsel lias played a paK.

He has been active 
all his adult life In Democratic politics, 
but never has been a candidate for of­ 
fice. 
Add to these admittedly meager de­ 
tails one fact and unquestionably you 
will have the secret of this man’s pow­ 
er to attract other nu'n to him for the 
pui'po.se of consultation on really high 
public matters. From the day that he 
was j:)ld enough to undertake serious 
study, Edwai’d AI.

Bliss, Okla,—A dip Into the depths 
of

uncased 
510-foot 
oil 
well, 
through an IS-lnch hole, Is like a trip 
to the River Styx, according to N, C, 
Essary, a driller of this place, but he I 
made eight such Journeys before he 
finally recovered a bit that had been 
lost, plugging the hole in sufHi a wtxy 
that further drilling operations were 
Impossible until it had been removed. 
First, a chicken was sent down the 
hole, and \vhen It w^as hauled up alive. 
Essary concluded there was no gas 
in the opóning and instructed his help­ 
ers to lower him. 
The initial feat, Essary declared, 
rather unnerved him at times, but sub- 
Koquent descents were made much eas­ 
ier. 
His act attracted the attention of 
oil men and drillers all over the coun­ 
try. for no man had ever before at­ 
tempted to descend in an uncased w^ell. 
It had oven been declared by oil men 
that such a thing as going down an un­ 
cased hole the width of the oil drill, 
was an impossibility. 
Tight Fit In Some Placea. 
Essary said, In describing his de­ 
scent: “As I moved slowly dow'n into 
the w’ell, I kept w^onderlng If it would 
get any tighter, for a lS5-pound man 
fits an IS-lnch hole pretty tight.

after I had descended almost 40 feet, 
[ discovered that I was going to have 
plenty of room, except in places where 
the formation was hard. As I passed 
through the tight places into large, 
roomy,

caverns* it 
would 
make me cringe,, for I would dangle 
around on the table and coifid not 
touch anything for Support, and they 
looked like large, red nfouths prepared 
to swallow me up.

* A pronounccd pause has come in 
the 
German 
offensive 
operations 
against Verdun, so far as the infantry 
arm is concerned, according to the 
official bulletins from Paris. 
Sunday passed without infantry ad- 
«Tances, and the crown prince's troops 
did not leave their trenches for an at­ 
tack at any point Sunday night, the 
French war ofllce says. 
The Berlin headQuarters statement 
confirms the French report of the 
comparative infantry quiet prevailing 
around Verdun. 
All along the Verdun front and far­ 
ther west along the Aisne river, gi* 
ijantic artillery 
duels 
rased. 
The 
thunder of the big guns could be heard 
on the outskirts of Paris. 
The kaiser is again on the Verdun 
front and it is believed he will remain 
there until the battle is decided one 
way or another, &a}’‘3 the Paris Matin. 
He is attending daily councils of war 
with his generals, insisting that fur­ 
ther efforts be made to take the fort 
ress despite the terrible losses suf- 
iered by the Germans up to date. 
The German losses in the fighting 
around Fort Vaux, five miles north* 
east of Verdun, Friday and Saturday, 
surpass all previous records in this 
war7 according to officers who .have 
returned to Paris from Verdun. 
Time and time again, and with ex­ 
traordinary courage, the Germans in 
columns of four deep, rushed from 
their trenches, only to melt away un­ 
der the fire of the French 75, 150 and 
210 millimeter guns, which 
rained 
shells with deadly accuracy Into the 
inarching companies. When the smoke 
and dust clcared nothing was to be 
seen but heaps of bodies. 
The spur on which the fort is situ­ 
ated is almost perpendicular in certain 
places. 
The German lines were forced tc 
liaflt, but many Bavarian reservists 
climbed up on one another’s shoul­ 
ders and struggled up the slope, cling­ 
ing to angles of rock and grasping 
tufts of grass. 
Again and again these human pyra­ 
mids collapsed * into 
shapeless gray 
m asi^. Where the Incline was easier 
and the attacks therefore more con- 
jcentrated, the ditches below ran red 
jwlth blood. 
At the lowest estimate 
the attackers lost two-thirds of tlieir 
cffectivc^. 
The fighting also Avas desperate in 
tJio extreme when regiments from the 
fifteenth and eighteenth German army 
corps attacked the village of Vaux 
Friday. Dawn was breaking and over 
the country hung a heavy white mist, 
making everything invisible beyond a 
fcundred yards. This enabi^ed the Ger 
mans to get within rushing distance 
of the French front trenches, but al­ 
though they outnumbered the defend- 
«rs six to one, it took four distinct 
assaults before the first column o( 
Germans won the shelter of a smaD 
Ijroup of houso3 beyond the church 
of Vaux. 
They then organized an assault upar 
the church, and the French, being un 
able to bring up reinforcements on ac 
count of the German curtain of fire 
withdrew their advanced 
elements 
which were in danger of being sur­ 
rounded. Five times the North Prus* 
aian regiments rushed to attack the 
«nurch, but every time they left the 
Bhelter of the ruined houses they were 
beaten back by the fire from machine 
and 
the 
shrapnel from the 
French 58-millimeter guns. 
in the meantime, in their rear, a 
eurtaln of fire wag kept up by tho 
#Yench 72's and 210*s, so that it was 
impossible for munitions and irein- 
forccments to be brought up for their 
benefit, and tho fight died down on 
yriday night from sheer exhaustion. 
An Amsterdam despatch to the Cen 
tral News says on account of the Ger­ 
man offensive at Verdun, the Dutch- 
Belglan frontier has been closed for 
«everal weeks. 
That part south ol 
•Maastricht 
has 
been reopened and 
this is commented on In Holland as 
.probably Indicating that the Germans 
consider their offensive near an end. 
The despatch adds that eighty-one
